We  have  now 
expended  or  will  expend  about 
$55,000  upon  the  joint  >utiet  res  erg, 
but  before  any  practical  benefit  can 
be  dented  from  that  outlay,  we  must 
expend  as  individuals  for  lateral  Bew¬ 
are  and  as  a  township  foe  mains  as 
much  more. 

This  expenditure  should  be  dis¬ 
tributed  over  a  period  of  fit®  or  ten 
years,  and  in  that  oaee  would  not  he 
burdensome.  The  Committee  have 
authority  to  proceed  at  once  to  con¬ 
struct  the  necessary  main  sewers  of 
the  township,  ami  it  is  the  opiuion  of 
the  Committee  that  the  main  should 
be  put  down  this  season  in  Broad 
Street  aa  far  north  as  Belleville  Aw. 
nue.  This  will  l>e  an  expensive  piece 
of  work,  on  account  of  the  d«pth  nec 
cos  ary,  an  average  of  ‘JO  feet  below 
the  street  grade  being  required  to 
drain  this  section.
